Don’t Sow Weeds With Your Oats 


Cleaning and Treating Seed Will Boost Yields 


OW many weed seeds are you going 
to plant this spring? Everyone 
plants a few weed seeds. But 

farmers who clean their seed oats won’t 
plant as many weeds as those who use 
uncleaned seed. 

“On good oats—good enough that most 
farmers would go ahead and use them for 
seed—we take out 9 to 10 per cent by 
weight in cleaning,” says Gene Smith, of 
Wright county, Iowa. He helps operate 
acustom cleaning and treating outfit in 
connection with a hybrid corn processing 
plant 

“On fields of bad or dirty oats, we take 
out about 15 per cent of the original 
weight,” Smith says. 


Not all of the weight taken out is 
weed seed, by any means. Much of 
it is broken kernels, pin oats, dirt 
and chaff. Nonetheless, a lot of the 
weight is weed seed.

“All oat seed for planting should be 
thoroly cleaned and treated,” Murphy 
says. He’s convinced this should increase 
yields from three to five bushels per 
acre, even tho you are using the new 
varieties. 

It’s hard to see a three-bushel yield 
increase on the average farm. You aren’t 
sure whether you got it or not. Yet that 
is the experience on test plots where the 
yields were carefully measured. 

Smith says they are using special seed 
corn treating equipment to treat oats by 
the slurry, or wet, method. 

The wet treatment is also less irritating 
to the operator doing the work. Actually, 
only about one-fourth pint of moisture is 
added to a bushel of oats. 

A “sticker” is used with the treatment. 
This compound makes the powder stick

A year ago, seed treatment was more 
widespread than usual. Now, many 
farmers report some doubt as to the value 
of such treatment. 

The difficulty of measuring a three or 
four-bushel increase may have something 
to do with this. If you got 75 bushels of 
Clinton oats per acre from treated seed, 
you thought that was wonderful. Still, 


you wouldn’t have kicked much on 72 
bushels from untreated seed. But those 


extra three bushels are worth real money 
to you. 

“Another reason more oats were treat- 
ed last year,” says Arden Wood, Guthrie 
county, lowa, “was because so many peo- 
ple had to use the old varieties that were 
susceptible to blight. This year, every- 
one who wants to can get Clinton, Marion 
or Benton.” 


Treatment of the older, susceptible 
varieties last year didn’t eliminate 
blight. It wasn’t supposed to. But it 
did help get the oats past the seed- 
ling stage. That is all anyone ever 
said it would do. 


There again it was hard to see the value 
of treatment. Lots of older oats, even 
when treated, didn’t make much of a 
crop. But they probably made enough 
extra to make treatment a bargain. 

In addition to bigger yields, there is 
another good reason for treatment even 
of the new oats. There is the ever-present 
possibility of the outbreak of a brand-new 
disease. Where oat varieties are con- 
cerned, farmers are soon going to have a 
lot of eggs in one basket. 

Continue eed treatment might hold 
back or prevent the outbreak of some 
new oat disease.

N ACRE of good legume pasture real- 
ly pays returns to the hog raiser. 
Maybe it’s worth more than $80; 

maybe less. Depends a lot on the price 
of feed. But it is worth good money. 
“Tl figure each alfalfa we 
for hog pasture saves two or three acres 
of corn in the fall,” says Elmer Abele, of 
Hancock county, Iowa.

Robinson has also used sudan grass for 
hog pasture. You have to run enough 
stock on sudan to keep it short. It isn’t 
as good as rape or legume pasture. But 
it beats old, worm-infested blue grass all 
hollow, he says. 


Normally, you can figure an acre 
of good pasture will carry 15 to 20 
pigs; more on good ground in a year 
when it rains at the right time. 


More late litters will be farrowed this 
year. Lots of pigs won’t come until June. 
Spring pasture offers a chance to save 
feed on those late-farrowing gilts. In ad- 
dition, vitamins and minerals in green 
pasture help make strong litters. 

There are other problems in growing 
hogs on pasture. Even if you have the 
pasture. you can’t just turn the pigs out. 
The pasture has to be fenced. The pigs 
have to have a place to sleep and a place 
to drink.

soon now, these little fellows will 
start running up a feed bill. Good pasture 
will cut down that bill by as much as 20 per 
cent, and speed up gains at the same time.

Five or six acres of pasture ought to 
do for eight or ten litters. If you have 
to buy 40 rods of woven wire and new 
posts, you may spend $60 or more. Yo 
can spend $40 or $50 for a good-size 
waterer. _ 

The field you use may not be clos 
enough to the well for pipe or gard 
hose. Pipe is very hard to find. And 
new tank for hauling water could cos 
$65 to $75. 

You can use the same feeders on pa 
ture you would use in the lots or on th 
old, disease-infested blue grass pastur 
Maybe you have houses, or can build 
lane from the farrowing house to the ho 
pasture. 


For later pigs, housing on pasture 
isn’t much of a problem. It takes a 
warm, dry place to farrow early pigs. 
A three or four-pen floored house 
costs quite a bit of money. 


You may not want to put the cash int 
them this spring. You can still get you 
later pigs on pasture without an elabo- 
rate house. 

Many hog raisers who work on a big 
scale use simple sheds in the pastur 
after the weather gets warm. 

Probably there are other expenses. But 
if you can save 150 bushels of corn out 
of every 1,000 you normally feed, othe 
feeds in proportion, and still get to mar- 
ket from two to five weeks earlier, it 
looks like a good investment. 

Some farmers say the feed saved on 
one crop of pigs on pasture will pay foi 
the cost of the equipment. Whether that 
is true or not, you can use the equipment 
year after year. 

Even the best hog pasture doesn’t solve 
all the problems. 


The ration used need not contain 
a large amount of corn. But you do 
want to provide a good protein sup- 
plement with the necessary vitamins 
and minerals. 


Water and salt should be available to 
the hogs at all times. The feed they are 
receiving probably contains some salt 
But the hog specialists also recomn 
additional salt, given free-choice, for both 
sows and pigs. 

Careful planning now for plenty oi 
good pasture later on, will pay you Dig 
returns. 


Here Are The Figures 


Compared with feeding pigs in a dry- 
lot, one acre of rye saved 100 bushels 
of corn for sows and spring litters in 
in feeding tests made in Illinois. Both 
sows and pigs gained more. More pigs 
were weaned. 

For growing pigs in summer, one 
acre of alfalfa saved 23 bushels of corn. 
For growing pigs, the legume did save 
more protein than rye saved in the 
spring test. The pigs gained 20 per cent 
more rapidly on 21 per cent less feed. 


The above figures were reported by 
Damon Catron, of Iowa State College. 
In many cases, if good legume pasture 
were compared with ordinary blue 
grass pasture, feed savings might not 
be as large as they were in these dry- 
lot comparisons, made in Illinois. 


On the other hand, if hogs are to run 
on an overgrazed blue grass pasture 
that has been used year after year 
good clean-ground rotation pasture 
might show even bigger benefits.

Save More Spring Pigs <a 
by C. M. Vestal, Purdue University 
Surveys indicate that one out of every 
three pigs farrowed dies before weaning 
These death losses are one of the 
biggest leaks in the hog business. They 
can be reduced during the cold spring 
months by the use of electric brooders in individual 
farrowing houses or pens of a central house. 

A three-year study and observation of 105 litters 
showed that an average of one and one-half more pigs 
was saved per litter when electric brooders were used 
in individual farrowing houses. The death loss from 
chilling was 10 per cent in the unheated houses against 
2.2 per cent in those equipped with heated brooders, 
These losses in the houses without heat increased 
when the weather became colder. Outdoor tempera- 
ture, however, had little if any effect on death losses 
when the electric brooders were used. 

The electrically heated pig brooder, either home- 
made or a factory-made type, proved to be the most

practical method of supplying heat. The 
brooder provides a small area in the pen or 
house which can be heated economically. ‘The 
simplest type of brooder is a 150-watt reflec- 
tor flood lamp suspended over a protected 
area for the pigs in a corner of the pen or 
house. Installation and use of electric pig 
brooders require the necessary careful han- 
dling of electricity.

A farmer who is asked to pay 
his bills when due may feel the 
manager does not trust him. He 
forgets that the elevator is oper- 
ated on capital put up by him and 
his neighbors. If he runs more 
than his share of credit, it is at 
his neighbors’ expense. 


As Stewart points out in an 
article in the Co-op Magazine: 
“Never is a loose credit policy 


warranted. In times of general 
prosperity, credit is not needed 
by the average patron. In times 
when the going is tough, there is 
danger to the co-op in overexten- 
sion of credit.” 

If you want to contribute to the 
financial standing of your ele- 
vator, the best way to do it is by 
paying your bills on time. 

Many elevators did go broke 
when farm prices took a nose 
dive back during the ’20’s. Why? 
Are elevators today headed down 
the same road? 

Of course, all booms are some- 
what alike. But the elevator men 
point out some real differences 
between the present time and the 
’20’s. 

For one thing, the average farm- 
er now is much better off finan- 
cially. He is not so far in debt. He 
is in better position to take bumps 
than his dad ago. 
That goes for his elevator, too.

\ TASHINGTON, D. C. — The 

drop in farm prices has put 
both Republicans and Democrats 
in congress on the spot. 

Before markets fell, congress- 
men figured they could forget 
a new farm bill until next year. 

Now farm have edged 
down closer to support levels (90 
per cent of parity). And the sup- 
ports are due to run out at the 
end of this vear.

The catch is that nobody in con- 


gress likes the price supports we 
now have. For one thing, they re- 
member last year’s piles of surplus 
potatoes.

Many farmers agree. The Amer- 
ican Farm Pureau, for instance, 
wants price supports that will 
stretch-—between 60 and 90 per 


cent, depending on size of crops. 
And it wants parity itself brought 
up to date, to give a better break 
to livestock products. But no farm 
group is pushing the matter right 
now. 

So neither the Republicans nor 


Democrats want to step up and 
say “We're the ones who low- 
ered supports.” At least, not until 


after election.

Costs $50,000 


Cup of Coffee—W ithout Cream—Costs 
$20,000 in Inflated Shanghai Dollars 


By DAN A. WALLACE 





A LETTER just reaching me 
- from Shanghai, China, gives 
a fantastic description of inflation 
in that country. It was written by 
my friend, Wallace Rutan, who 
handles large farming interests in 
California. 

| He tells me that China requires 
all travelers to exchange their 
| American dollars for Chinese mon- 
}ey at Shanghai. When Rutan was 





there, the official exchange rate 
was 112,000 Chinese dollars for 
each American dollar. Black mar- 


ket rates run as high as 160,000 
to one. 

Chinese money comes in $10,000 
bills, with $500 bills to make 
change. In Chinese dollars you 
pay $50,000 for a steak and $20,000 
each for coffee and cream. A taxi 
from hotel to steamer costs $120,- 
000. Porters get tips of $120,000.

Hogs Have Lumps 
Like Goiters 


To the Editor: I have some 
hogs of marketable size that 
develop goiters, or something 
that looks like them. Can you 
advise me what to do?—E. M., 
Hamilton County, lowa. 


The cold abscesses which you 
find developing ahout the jowls 
of your hogs are not uncommon. 


An injury is the usual cause. A 


splinter on a feed bunk, or a pro- 
jecting piece of wire, may have 


broken the skin. 
_ When germs enter at the point 


of injury, the wound may heal on 
the outside first and stop drain- 
age. The result is a pus center, 


which later becomes an abscess. 


The abscess should be lanced as 


soon as it is seen. Then wash out 


the wound with an antiseptic so- 


lution. Be sure to leave the wound 


wide open. Or pack it with a small 
length of gauze, to Keep it open 


for a few days. 
Hogs afflicted with these drain- 


ing wounds should be Kept away 
from other animals. The pus that 
drains out on the edges of troughs 
or watering places may infect oth 


er hogs. 





Pigs Get Bull-Nose 
From Sows? 


To the Editor: If I keep 
sows from a herd that has 
bull-nose, will the pigs have 
bull-nose, too?—O. K., Monona 
County, Iowa. 


Filthy yards are the cause of 


bull-nose in pigs. The germs may 
be in soil where you have kept 
hogs for a long time. 


Some hogs may have the infec- 


tion without showing it much. 
These hogs can infect ground that 
is clean. So you shouldn’t keep 
breeding stock from a herd that 
has had bull-nose. 


If your pigs are on ground in- 


fected with bull-nose germs, cut 
off the sharp teeth while the pigs 
are small. This helps prevent the 
disease because the germs often 
get into wounds made by fighting. 


Treat wounds with antiseptics. 


Then germs may be stopped from 
working and burrowing into the 
pones of the head. 


To prevent bull-nose, keep your 


pigs in clean places, prevent in- 


uries if possible, and treat inju- 


ries when they do occur.

In Grandma’s day, housecleaning gen- 
erally meant one long period of confusion. 
Furniture shoved from one room to an- 
other, while carpets were taken up to be 
beaten and aired

chairs in the vard. Everything dragged 


comforters laid over 


downstairs and outdoors, then in again. 
Meanwhile, neglected -children dodged 
brooms and dusters, and camped like 
waifs in a second-hand furniture store. 


That went out of style with those 
old carpets. But too many home- 
makers still wear themselves out try- 
ing to do the year’s housecleaning in 
one session. 


Why not string it out? True, you’ve 
got to get part of it off your mind before 
garden and chickens, or before that club 
meets along the last of April. But it’s 
still possible without upsetting too badly 
the routine of living. 

Don’t be ashamed to write down your 
plans on paper. Many successful home- 
makers outline their work that way. And 
it’s like one woman said: “Seems as if 
vou never get anything done unless you 
plan ahead for it.” 

What room to take first? In the course 


then put down again. * 


of the weekly cleaning, you'll probably 
decide. First, the curtains or drapes 
in that room will come down, for the 
laundry or the dry cleaner. 

Then you'll start in cn the walls. Make 
your vacuum cleaner work for you on 
these. With the proper hose attachments, 
you'll be surprised how much of the dust- 
ing it can do. 

For what doesn’t come off in this way, 
Wallpaper cleaner does a passable job. 
One woman used it for parts of the paper 
which had been smoked up by the coal 
heater stove. 

On one day, while the curtains are 
still down, you'll carefully wash the 
woodwork. Just a mild soap and water 
is best, especially if it is a nice varnished 
finish. Bad spots may need a touch of 
turpentine or kerosene first. Then wax, 
after washing. 


At least once a year, furniture 
needs freshening. For the wood 
parts, the same principles apply as 
on other woodwork. The overstuffed 
pieces clean nicely with the vacuum. 


If you have one of the newer machines, 
you can even shampoo the cloth with a 
mild soap, using the blower and spray 
attachment. Dry it with the suction. 

Finally, floors. It’s the vacuum cleaner 
that has really modernized houseclean- 


ing. Give that living room rug an extra 
good going-over. 

If you don’t have a vacuum cleaner, 
you've no business with a wool rug. Home 
economists caution against beating—that 
breaks the rug fibers. And the vacuum 
can give it an airing, so no need to drag 
it outdoors. Maybe you’ll want the man 
of the house to help turn it around, how- 
ever. to help distribute the wear. 

The linoleum can be scrubbed and re- 
waxed. Borders the same. Perhaps there 
is a border of flooring to be repainted o1 
varnished. Or a wood floor to clean and 
oi] and wax. 

Linoleum beats bare floors, most prac- 
tical farm women agree. If kept waxed 
at frequent intervals, it’s surprisingly 
easy to keep them clean. 

What about the bedrooms? The bed 
gets special treatment. Such as a careful 
dusting of the coil springs. The vacuun 
will help there, too, finished off witl 
some handwork. And it will clean an: 
“air” the mattress, 


Kitchen requires most work. All 
cupboards and shelves to clean and 
line with fresh shelf paper. A coat 
of enamel makes them like new— 
with some decals on dodrs, perhaps, 
for trim. 


If you use wallpaper, it will pay you 
to buy a quality that will be durable. 
Wallpapers are now more color-fast than 
they used to be, and many have washable 
surfaces. A good paper, with care, should 
last for six or eight years. Then, with 
an eight-room house, you need do only 
one room a year. 

If a ceiling darkens, perhaps from the 
living room stove, new ceiling paper only 
may be sufficient—with a new border to 
dress up the room. 

If you will budget your home redeco- 
rating this way, it will help your pocket- 
book, too. It won’t leave both of you flat, 
like a complete overhaul.

The Grahams have seen the tim- 
ber land of lowa cleared and 
homesteads established; they have 
felt the effects of three major 
wars, seen the coming of electric 
lighting. paved streets, radio and 
a host of modern day miracles. 

In his vouth, farming was slow 
and laborious work, and harvest- 
ing was a long and tiresome task. 


To plant wheat, he used to 
take a two-bushel sack, tie the 
corners so he could slip_ it 
over his shoulder, and his sow- 
ing “machine” was ready for 
work, 


With a bushel of wheat in his 
suck, he would start walking 
toward a stake at the end of the 
field, scattering the seed by hand 
as he walked. Some farmers, he 
recalled, cross-sowed fields to in- 
sure a good stand. 

Harvesting was done with a 
cradle, which was a scythe with 
a wooden frame fastened above 
the blade. As the farmer cut the 
grain, the women and children 
raked it into bunches and tied the 
bundles with straw bands. 

Until he was 79 years of age, 
m farmed, and he plant- 


ed his last field of corn after he 
plowed it with a walking plow. 
The Grahams, both 91 years of 


age, still make life happy for each 
other.—k. M.

Range Pushes Pullets 


Raise Layers on Clean Ground, Good Pasture 


To the Editor: What is the 
best way to raise pullets to lay- 
ing age? It seems as if there 
has been more change in think- 
ing on this question than on any 
other phase of poultry raising.

Pasture helps feather growth, 
too. Range-raised pullets nearly 


always end up with better plu- 


mage than do confined birds. 
Poultry gets the most good out 


of pasture plants that are young 


and succulent. That calls for a 
grass or legume—or a _ pasture 
mixture —that will keep going 
thruout the summer. 

It’s not necessary to provide a 
special range for chickens. If you 
have a good livestock pasture, a 
chunk of it can be fenced off for 
the pullets. 

Buildings are not much of a 
problem on the range. Some 
poultry raisers simply drag their 
brooder houses out on the _ pas- 
ture when the chicks are past the 
brooding stage and the worst 
weather is over. Or simple, in- 
expensive range shelters can be 
used. 


Buildings must be moved 
once in a while to avoid bare 
spots and the piling up of 
droppings. Chickens can kill 
out grass in a hurry if they 
ave allowed to work on one 


spot too lone, 


Housing range-raised pullets in 
the late summer often is a prob 
lem. Pullets that are ready to 
lay, or that have started laying, 
sometimes go off feed and off 
production when they are moved. 
Keeping the birds unexcited— 
by moving a few at a time at 
night—may keep this trouble at 
a minimum. 

Cannibalism sometimes accom- 
panies confinement. Most of this 
trouble can be avoided if you 
con't try to overcrowd the birds. 
Putting too many pullets in your 
house is an invitation to pick- 
outs. 

Debeaking and other cannibal- 
ism controls also help.

Iowa produces more poultry 
meat than any other state. 
Most of it comes from farm 
flocks. Are we about to throw 
this business out the window? 
W. R. Whitfield, extension 
poultryman at lowa State Col- 
lege, thinks we are.

We kept the goslings away from 


other poultry and from the old 
stock of geese as much as pos- 
sible. After they were 36 to 48 
hours old, we gave them a wet 


mash composd of about four parts 
of cornmeal and one part of mid- 


dlings. Green grass made up most 
of their feed, and they ate only a 
limited amount of mash.

Early Chicks 
Pay Best 


| Pema chicks will earn the 
most profit this year, in the 
opinion of J. W. Sicer, extension 
poultryman at Purdue University.

In order to cash in on this 
seasonal high, poultry raisers 
should start their chicks early 
enough so that they will be 
laying in September. 


But getting the pullets housed 
in September is not all that is 
needed. To get the most good 
out of high prices then, your pul- 
lets should not just be laying— 
they should be laying at a 50 per 
cent rate. 

Early pullets normally reach 50 
per cent production more quick- 
ly than chicks hatched at a later 
date. 

The early birds grow faster, 
and often have less disease. They 
will mature at a slightly younger 
age than later pullets from the 
same flock. That means larger 
eggs when prices are best. 

If you buy straight-run chicks, 
there is still another argument 
for early brooding. The cockerels 
will be ready for market before 
the big run of farm-raised fryers 
show up, to lower prices. 

Another big advantage of early 
brooding is that it is out of the 
way before the rush of other 
spring work.

Clinton oats are the highest 
yielding variety available to farm- 
ers for seeding this year. That’s 
the statement of H. C. Murphy, 
USDA plant pathologist stationed 
at Iowa State College. 

But if you have a special reason 


for wanting an early maturing, 
short-strawed variety, Mindo or 
Cherokee is recommended. How- 


ever, your yields may be five to 
seven bushels per acre less. 

If you want a _ white-grained 
oat, Murphy recommends Marion 
or Bonda. But you may get nine 
to ten bushels per acre less than 
with Clinton. 

Benton is a tall sister-selection 
of Clinton, about four inches tall- 


er, and more uniform for height 
and maturity. This variety and 
some others are not in sufficient 


supply so every one can get seed.
